United States. To Jacob Rlis, the 

well-known social worker of New 

York, and to Miss Emily P. Bissell. 
the energetic secretary of the Dela¬ 
ware Red Cross, jointly belong the 
honor of originating our American Red 
Cross Christmas Seal. In lihiS Mr. 
Rils' interest was aroused by the re¬ 
ceipt of a Christmas Tuberculosis 
stamp on a letter from Norway. He 
published an article about this queer¬ 
looking Stamp in the Outlook, and sug¬ 
gested some possible uses for it in this 
country. Miss Bissell at once saw an 
opportunity here and prepared a 
stamp, from the sale of which lier So¬ 
ciety realized $3,000 for tuberculosis 
work. So impressed was she with this 
sucess that she induced the American 
Bed Cross to take up the sale in 1908 
on a national basis. With very little 
i rganization and' with hardly any at- 
ti-mpt at careful advertising the sale 
that year brought In. nevertheless, 
over $135,000 for anti-tuberculosis 
work in various parts of the United 
States. In 1909. with mon thorough 
organization, the sale was increased 
to $330,000. and in 1910 to nearly $310,- 
ooo. Last year the sale increased to 
over $330,0t>0. or 33,000.000 seals. 

While our own Red Cross Seal dates 
hack only four years, "charity stamps," 
train which this idea originally sprung, 
go book to 1802. when "sanitary lair 
stamps" were tirst used in Boston to 
secure money for the care of soldiers 
wounded during the Civil War. Near- 
y $1,000,000 was raised in this way 
during the years lstiJ and 1885. After 
the war tliis method of raising money 
was discontinued in this country for , 
a generation, although it found vogue 
in Portugal. Switzerland, Austria. 
France. Spain. Denmark. Norway. Rus¬ 
sia. Sw eden and other European coun¬ 
tries. There are now hundreds of dif¬ 
ferent types of charity stamps used 
in all parts of the world, us many as 
forty being used in Austria for chi 1 - 
di en's hospitals alone. 

Stamps or seals were first used to 
gel money tor the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Xorway and Sweden in 
190-4. It was front one of these stamps 
that Jacob Riis and Miss Bissell re- 
ceived their ideas for our own Red 
Cross Christmas Seal.

TRAINED VOLUNTEER LEADER 
SHIP ESSENTIAL TO SUCCESS 
OF RURAL ORGANIZATIONS 


in extending the rural work of the 
Young Men s Christian Association one 
of tlie real problems is to have those 
interested understand how it is possi¬ 
ble to promote association work with¬ 
out the use of expensive buildings. 
All acknowledge tlie important place 
modern buildings with their line equip¬ 
ment have'in our larger cities, in the 
county work the important thing is 
not In buildings, but in trained volun¬ 
teer leadership. 

Tlie County Committee through their 
county secretary enter a community 
and guide in the organization of a work 
for the young men and boys. The 
most Important task of the county sec¬ 
retary is to discover, enlist and train 
leadership for hoys and young men. He 
becomes the expert adviser on work 
among boys. By enlisting fifty men in 
a county, each with a group of twelve 
hoys, the work influences directly six 
hundred different individuals and a 
great many others are touched indi¬ 
rectly. 

The corner stone of the rural work 
consists of a small gropp with their 
adult leader. These groups meet in 
churches, schools, business office, city 
halls or rented rooms. The meeting 
Place is usually found If an enthusias¬ 
tic group of boys with a leader decide 
to work toge'hcr for tltelr own devel¬ 
opment and for the good of the hoys 
and young men of the community. 

Bilde classes, summer camps, the 
study of agriculture, local and county 
athletic meets, scouting all can be 
carried on without the use of Associa¬ 
tion buildings. 

Another fundamental In rural work 
Is cooperation. Tlie association In this 
department seeks especially to cooper- 
ait* with tin* home, the church the 
Sunday school, the public school, far¬ 
mers' organizations and agricultural

MAGAZINE WRITER PAYS HIGH 
TRIBUTE TO BEAUTY OF

THANKSGIVING DAY BLAZE MEN

Dense clouds of smoke rising above 
the ridge at the head of Hie Little 
Rnnia Anita Canyon caused no little 
alarm late Thursday afternoon In 
Worm Madre. It was evident a tire of 
some sort was raging In the moun¬ 
tains east or northeast of Mr. Wilson. 
Investigation revealed the lire to lie 111 
tlie West Fork of tlie Han Gabriel near 
lliii ranger's cabin and two miles from 
Ml. Wilson. Several hundred acres 
were burned over before the flumes 
could be stopped. 

Ranger Norman Ross, who Is sta¬ 
tioned In (lie West Fork, had only a 
few men within reach to aid tyui. 
other men were rushed down from Mr. 
Wilson Hotel, The thickly wooded and 
brush covered slope on the north side 
of the Mt. Wilson ridge offered line fuel 
for tlie Humes and while the hotel and 
observatory buildings probably could 
have been saved from destruction In 
case of tlie lire spreading Hint way the 
menace was too close for comfort.

feet or a globe 40 feet In diameter; the 
United States portion would be about 
16 feet In width, a very large wall 
map. The Boston sheet is 24 by 25 
inches and this will be the size of most 
of the United States sheets. The maps 
of areas at the far north covering 6 
degrees of longitude will of course be 
much narrower than those areas cov¬ 
ering 6 degrees at the equator. At 
the present rate of progress the Unit¬ 
ed States portion of the International 
map should be finished within eight 
or ten years, it will be by far the 
best map of the country in existence. 

Need of an Accurate Map 
There is, in fact, no very accurate 
map of the United States as a whole, 
although the Geological Survey pub¬ 
lishes a base map about 7 feet in width 
and the General Band Office has is¬ 
sued a similar mat). Most of the 
commercial maps, though pretty to 
look upon, are full of gross errors. For 
a superficial study of the country the 
ordinary maps may serve the purpose, 
but when one finds a town 5 or 6 
miles out of position with reference 
to a railroad or some other town he 
realizes that the present-day geo¬ 
graphy or atlas map is anything but 
accurate. The Geological Survey has ; 
topographically mapped in great de¬ 
tail more than one-third of the United 
States, but these maps are mostly on a 
scale of 1 mile or 2 miles to the inch 
and are too large for ordinary com¬ 
parative purposes. 

The Boston sheet of the millionth- 
scale map is a very accurate map and 
is a beautiful product of the engrav¬ 
er's and lithographer’s art, printed on 
fine enameled paper. This sheet is 
sold by the Geological Survey at the 
bare cost of production, namely 40 
cents, which will be the price of the 
other sheets as issued. Thus the en¬ 
tire map of the United States will cost 
$20.80. 

As a preliminary to the issuance of 
the completed color sections of the 
United States portion of the world's 
map the Survey is printing, in black 
and white, state maps on the scale of 
1 to 500,000, being thus four times as 
large as the world's map of the same 
area. Already such maps have been 
finished and printed for Vermont, Il¬ 
linois. Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Mis¬ 
sissippi. and Georgia and a dozen 
others are in process of publication. 
These are sold by the Survey at vary¬ 
ing prices according to the size of 
the maps For instance, the Vermont 
map is sold at 10 cents and the Min¬ 
nesota map at 40 cents. The colored 
Boston sheet (North K 18) of the 
world's map or any of the state maps 
mentioned can be procured from the 
Director of the United States Geolo¬ 
gical Survey, Washington, D. C.

The sheet Just issued, which is num¬ 
bered "North I< 19" and known as the 
Boston sheet, is printed in six colors 
and shows all the principal cities and 
towns, railroads, main wagon roads, 
and other works of man, and the riv¬ 
ers. lakes, and other water features. 
The different depths of the ocean are 
denoted by contour lines, or "depth 
I curves." and various shades of blue.

BURDETTE ON BOOSTING 

Bob Burdette recently gave some 
wise advice on the necessary founda¬ 
tions of a boosting policy as follows: 

"It's an easy enough thing to build 
a city and to keep it going. Just 
make it good. That's the first and 
hardest thing. People will swarm into 
a good town like flies around a mo¬ 
lasses barrel. Make your town fair 
and it will increase in grace and 
growth and population faster than you 
can put figures on the scoreboard. 

“Give it a world-wide reputation in 
politics, religion and business, for fair 
play and square dealing, and you can’t 
build a wall high enough to keep peo¬ 
ple out of it. You may make it a 
concrete wall, water-proof and airtight, 
but good people, the right kind of peo¬ 
ple, will seep through, like the water 
of an irrigation ditch. The high repu¬ 
tation of a city is its cleverest adver¬ 
tise^ its loudest boomer, its best im¬ 
migration agent. 

"But a city will never attract new 
business men by making war on an 
honest business already established. 

It will never attract more capital by 
attempting to drive out respectable 
capital already invested. It will never 
win a reputation for fair play and 
square dealing by organizing an alli¬ 
ance of other cities to help it cripple 
and throttle an honorable corporation, 
represented by some of its best citi¬ 
zens, which has been a most welcome 
and potent factor in the upbuilding of 
the towns allied against it. 

"Let's build fast and as high and 
as broadly and as well as we can. But 
let’s start right, and keep right. Ev¬ 
erything else will follow."
